Confer on Tariff 

LOS ANGELES — Continuing 
their work to gain an increase in 
the lemon tariff, California Fruit 
Growers exchange representatives 
travelled to Washington early in 
March for conferences with fed- 
eral authorities. Directors Law- 
rence Mehren and Joy G. Jameson, 
accompanied by Assistant General 
Manager F. R. Wilcox and D. R. 
McMillen, assistant manager of 
the Exchange Lemon Products 
Company, presented the case to 
the government. 

This is the second time that an 
Exchange group has appeared in 
Washington .for conferences on 
this important subject. Two di- 
rect proposals have been made to 
government by ‘the Exchange. 
First, they ask that lemons and 
lemon by-products be omitted 
from the list of items to be con- 
sidered in the Reciprocal Trade 
Agreement. Second, that if left 
on the list, the tariff be raised 
from its present level of 24% cents 
per pound of fresh lemons to 3% 
cents per pound. They ask that 
the tariff on products be in- 
creased by 50 per cent.
